In order to conform to the Federal Occupational Safety and Health Standards as required by Section 18(c) of the Fed-
eral Occupational Safety and Health Act of 1970 requiring state administered occupational safety and health pro-
grams to adopt standards that are at least as effective as those adopted by the U.S. Department of Labor, the Arizona
Division of Occupational Safety and Health (“ADOSH”), part of the Industrial Commission of Arizona, is amending
R20-5-601 and R20-5-602, by incorporating by reference, amendments from 29 CFR 1926 and 29 CFR 1910, as pub-
lished in the Federal Register.

The amendments apply to cranes and derricks in construction in 29 CFR 1926, as published in the Federal Register at
78 FR 23837-23843, April 23, 2013, and at 78 FR 32110-32116, May 29, 2013. The amendments also apply to elec-
tric power generation, transmission, and distribution in both construction and general industry in 29 CFR 1926 and 29
CFR 1910, as published in the Federal Register at 79 FR 20315-20743, April 11, 2014.
